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B^Xavoa of tbe Society?. 

[In force, May, 1896.] 
I. MEM3ERS. 

1. The Society shall consist of Resident, Corresponding, and Hon- 
orary Members. 

Resident members shall be persons residing in the State of Connect- 
icut; and no others shall be entitled to vote in any meeting of the 
Society. 

Honorary and corresponding members shall be persons residing out 
of the State of Connecticut, and shall not be subject to any admission fee 
or tax. 

Honorary members shall be persons who may have rendered import- 
ant public service to the State of Connecticut, or to the cause of historic 
inquiry, or literature generally. 

2. No person shall be voted for as an honorary, corresponding, or 
resident member, until at least one month after his nomination by the 
Committee on Membership; and every such vote shall be taken by ballot, 
at a regular meeting, at which not less than ten members are present. 

3. Every nomination for the election of honorary or corresponding 
members shall be based on the application, in writing, of two resident 
members, stating the reason for such nomination, and the qualifications 
of the persons proposed for membership. 

4. Whenever a vote shall be taken on the admission of a member, 
and there shall be found two ballots against his admission, the presiding 
officer shall declare the election postponed. At the next regular meeting, 
if the recommendation of the committee shall be renewed, he may be 
admitted by the votes of two-thirds of the members present. 

5. Resident members shall pay, on admission, three dollars, and 
two dollars every subsequent year, if they reside within, and one dollar if 
they reside without, the limits of the town of Hartford; or, in lieu thereof, 
any person entitled to be a member may constitute himself a life member 
by paying at one time the sum of twenty-five dollars. 

6. Should any person elected as a resident member omit to signify 
his acceptance of such election within one month after receiving notice 
thereof, and to pay the admission fee, he shall forfeit the privilege of 
becoming a member. The payment of the annual assessment shall 



hereafter constitute a condition of contintied membership, and the neglect 
or refusal to pay the same for the period of six months after the annual 
meeting of the Society shall be deemed a withdrawal from the Society. 

7. A copy of the by-laws shall be presented, within one month after 
the adoption of this by-law, by the Recording Sfcretary, to every 
resident member, to be signed and returned to the Secretary ; and mem- 
bers who shall subscribe the same shall thereafter be considered as 
accepting the provision respecting the annual assetgment and the con- 
ditions of membership. 

II. OFFICERS. 

1. The Officers of the Society, to be elected at the annual meeting 
by ballot, and to hold their offices for on^ year and until others shall be 
chosen, shall be — a President, not exceeding eight Vice-Presidents, a 
Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, a Com- 
mittee on Membership, to consist of seven members ; Committees on the 
Library, and on Publication, each to consist of three members. 

The preceding officers and the chairmen of the several committees 
shall constitute the Standing Committee of the Society. 

A Librarian and Cabinet Keeper shall be appointed, on the nomi- 
nation of the Standing Committee, whenever such appointment shall be 
deemed advisable. 

2. The President shall be, ex officio^ Chairman of the Standing 
Committee ; shall preside at all meetings of the Society and Standing 
Committee ; call, by himself or Secretary, all meetings of the Society, 
and deliver or provide for an address at the annual meeting. 

3. The Recording Secretary shall have custody of the files, records, 
and seal of the Society ; shall give notice to new members of their elec- 
tion, and furnish them certificates of membership ; keep an accurate 
journal of the transactions of the Society and Standing Committee ; and, 
when directed by the proper officer, call meetings of the same. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct the correspondence 
in behalf of the Society. 

5. The Treasurer shall receive the admission fees, and report the 
names of the persons paying the same to the Recording Secretary ; and 
shall also receive all other moneys due, and all donations or bequests of 
money made to the Society ; shall pay to the order of the chairman of 
the Standing Committee such sums as may be required for the ordinary 
expenses of the Society and such as the Society may otherwise direct to 
be paid ; shall keep a true and faithful account of all moneys received 
and paid by him, and of the property and debts of the Society; and shall, 
at the annual meeting, render a particular statement, to be examined and 
audited by a committee who shall be appointed at such annual meeting 
for that purpose. 



6. The Librarian, under the direction of the Library Committee, 
shall arrange and have charge of all books, pamphlets, manuscripts, and 
other articles deposited in the rooms of the Society; and shall, before 
every annual meeting of the Society, make a full report to the Library 
Committee of his doings at Librarian during the past year, and of the 
condition of the Library. 

7. To the Committee on Membership shall be referred all the propo- 
sitions for the admission of members. No nominations for membership 
shall be considered or acted upon by the Committee during a regular 
meeting of the Society. 

8. The Committee on the Library shall, before each annual meet- 
ing, make a careful examination of the books and other articles deposited 
in the rooms of the Society, and shall report thereon to the Standing 
Committee, including in such report the annual report of the Librarian. 
They may make purchases for the Library, under the direction of the 
Society, within the income of the Library fund, or to such an amount as 
may be appropriated by a vote of the Society for such purpose. 

9. The Publication Committee shall have the superintendence of 
all publications ordered by the Society. They shall, from time to time, 
report to the Society respecting the lelection and arrangement of such 
papers, from the library of the Society or other sources, as are most suit- 
able for publication in volumes of the Society's Collections. 

10. The Standing Committee shall act generally in behalf of the 
Society, fill all vacancies in any offices until the next regular meeting of 
the Society, and make an annual report to the Society. Any three mem- 
bers of this Committee may constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, and a notice for a meeting of the Society shall be deemed a 
notice for the meeting of this Committee. 

III. MEETINGS. 

1. An annual meeting shall be held in the month of May, at such 
time and place as the Standing Committee shall appoint. 

2. A regrular meeting shall be held on the first Tuesday evening of 
each month, unless suspended by a vote of the Society. 

3. Special meetings shall be called by the President, or, in his 
absence, by the Recording Secretary, on the application of three 
members. 

4. Previous notice of any meeting of the Society shall be given in 
one or more public prints. And at any meeting, duly called and notified, 
seven members shall constitute a quorum for the ^transaction of business, 
other than the admission of new members, or the negotiation of exchange. 
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IV. DONATIONS AND DEPOSITS. 

1. All donations to and deposits with the Society shall be entered in 
a book kept for that purpose. 

2. No donations shall be exchanged or disposed of unless the 
Society have a duplicate of the same. 

3. All deposits left with the Society shall be carefully preserved, 
and may at any time be taken by the depositor in person, or delivered on 
his written order. But every deposit which shall not be so reclaimed or 
withdrawn shall, after the decease of the depositor, be entered as a 
donation, and become the property of the Society; unless, at the time of 
making the deposit, other conditions shall be prescribed by the depositor. 

V. LIBRARY. 

* I. The rooms, with all books, manuscripts, pictures, and articles 
belonging to or deposited with the Society, shall blunder the immediate 
charge of the Librarian, acting under the direction of the Library Com- 
mittee. 

2. The Library shall be opened for the inspection of the public, and 
the examination of books and manuscripts, and transcription therefrom, 
at such time, and on such conditions, as shall be prescribed by the 
Library Committee; and no book or manuscript shall be taken from the 
room, without a special vote of the Society, except by the Committee on 
Publication. 

VI. PUBLICATION Fl'ND. 

The legacy left to the Society by the late President, the Hon. Thomas 
Day, the avails of all life memberships, and all sp>ecial donations and 
subscriptions which may be made thereto, shall constitute a Publication 
Fund — the income of whieh shall be applied, under the direction of the 
Publication Committee, towards the expense of such publications as may 
be ordered by the Society. 

VII. ALTERATIONS. 

Any alteration of these by-laws shall be submitted to a regular 
meeting, held prior to that on which the vote on the same is taken.

WHEN I accepted the presidency of this Society, 
to which your kindness had elected me, I 
expressed my fears that it would not be 
possible to give to the Society so much time as 
should be given. Those fears have been realized, and 
what leisure other duties permitted has been largely 
absorbed in preparing for publication the Revolutionary 
Records of the State. 

I am indebted to Mr. Bates, our Librarian, for the 
statistics of the Society for the year past. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Our present number is 345, comprising 321 resident 
members, of whom 55 are life members, 5 honorary 
members, and 19 corresponding members. During the 
year 32 resident members have been elected, one of 
whom has constituted herself a life member; and 
two members formerly chosen have done the same. 
Eight resident members have died, one of whom was 
a life member. 

Of the resident members who have died, the first 
in order of admission is Henry A. Chittenden, who 
died at Montclair, N. J., May 23, 1895. He was bom 
in the ancestral homestead, Guilford, April 29, 18 16. 
At an early age he began a business career in New 
Haven, and came thence to Hartford, where he was a 
prosperous merchant and a leading spirit in the 
temperance cause. He built the block on the south 
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comer of Main and Morgan streets, where his dry- 
goods store was. From Hartford he went to Neiw 
York city, where he was in the wholesale dry goods 
business, remoying thence in 1858 to Montclair, N. J. 
He was a pioneer in the anti-slavery movement and 
active in the "underground railroad/* and once nar- 
rowly escaped lynching in consequence of his promi- 
nence in that work. 

In 1845 ^^ issued A Reply to the Charge of Heresy, 
a pamphlet still in circulation in its two hundredth 
edition. 

His wife and six children survive him. 

Mr. Chittenden's death leaves but one (Curtis 
Judson) surviving "Athenauum Member*' of this 
Society. These persons were in 1842 admitted life 
members in consideration of subscriptions to a certain 
amount for the erection of the Wadsworth Athenaeum. 

John W. Stkdman, admitted Oct. 5, 1875, late 
President of the Society, died at his home in this city 
Feb. 10, 1896, aged 76. He learned the trade of 
a printer with Philemon Can field and with Case, 
Tiffany & Co. When 24 years of a^^e he went to 
Norwich, where he continued in the printing and pub- 
lishing business until 1870. He held the important 
offices of Rank Commissioner and of Insurance Com- 
missioner, and in iSSo, after his return to Hartford, 
was chosen Secretary and Treasurer of the State 
Savings Bank, which position he held imtil his death. 

He was the editor of the Report of the Celebration 
of Noricieh^ Conneetieut^ on the Two Ilutulredth Anniversary 
of the Settlement of the Tiicn^ Siptembcr 7 and 8, iS^c^. 

The Society passed the followin*^ resolution at its 
April meeting: — 

The Connecticut Historical Society places on record its 
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sente of the great loss which it has sustained in the death of its 
former President, the Hon. John W. Stedman. He was always 
interested in the purposes and the work of the Society; and in 
particular while he was its President he ungrudgingly devoted 
both time and labor to promote its usefulness. Under his 
administration its membership was largely increased and its 
meetings became a potent influence in encouraging historical 
research. Genial, kindly, and earnest, his very presence 
inspired confidence and good will. He will long be missed 
in this Society and elsewhere as a counselor and friend. 

Resolved^ That this minute be entered upon the records 
of the Society, and that a copy of the same be transmitted to 
Mrs. Stedman. 

Irving Whitall Lyon, M.D., admitted April 6, 
1886, died suddenly at his home in this, city March 3, 
1896. As a man and a friend he was honored and 
respected by all who knew him. In his profession he 
stood high. He had been chosen by his associates as 
president of the Hartford County Medical Society, and 
had been medical examiner of the Hartford Life and 
Annuity Company since the formation of the company. 
In the midst of his busy professional life he found 
time to gratify his antiquarian tastes, and in 1891 he 
published as the result of years of research his Colonial 
Furniture of New England^ a volume which at once 
became the recognized authority upon its subject and 
made its author known throughout this country and 
Europe. As soon as this work was published he 
began upon another, which would have added still 
further to his renown, and which his sudden death has 
left uncompleted. This last was a study of the archi- 
tecture of the early houses of New England. 

Rev. Edward Alfred Smith, admitted March 5, 
1889, ^ resident of Hartford for the past eight years, 
died Oct. 26, 1895. He was bom in East Woodstock, 
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Conn., in 1835, but passed his early years in New York; 
was graduated from Yale in 1856, and from Andover 
Theological Seminary in 1859, after which he studied 
at German universities. He was in the service of the 
United States Sanitary Commission in 1864, and in 
1865 began to preach in Chester, Mass., where he 
remained until 1874, when he was installed over the 
church in Farmington, Conn., continuing there until 
ill health forced him to resign in 1887. He was 
elected a member of the Yale corporation in 1889. 

Rev. Dr. Lewis H. Reid, admitted Dec. 3, 1889, 
died at his home on Atwood street, Monday, July 10, 
1895, in the seventy-first year of his age. He was 
bom in Charlestown, N. H., in 1825, and early entered 
upon a mercantile career in New York city. Relin- 
quishing his business prospects, he was graduated from 
Yale College in 1847, ^^d from Union Theological 
Seminary in 1850. His first pastorate was at Fayette- 
ville, N. Y.; in 1862 he accepted a church in Syracuse, 
N. Y., and six years later was called to Chicago. In 
1874 ill health forced him to give up his pastorate, 
and for the past fifteen years he has been engaged in 
teaching, coming to Hartford in 1888. He has pub- 
lished three volumes of sermons and many excellent 
tracts. His wife and three sons survive him. 

Hon. Thomas Warh.\m Loomis, of Windsor, ad- 
mitted Oct. 7, 1890, died Aug. 3, 1895. He was of the 
seventh generation from Joseph Loomis, the emigrant 
ancestor, and lived on the same homestead where the 
six generations before him had lived, which lot had 
been "granted" to the first settler *'on Plymouth 
meadow and upland adjoining** (called the Island 
because it is surrounded by water in freshet time). 
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Mr. Loomis was a farmer by occupation. He held the 
office of Judge of Probate for Windsor district, served 
in both branches of the Y-fCgislature, and took an active 
part in the affairs of the town ; in politics a Democrat. 
His only son having died in 1884, and there being 
no male heirs living among the grandchildren of his 
uncle, the late Col. James Loomis of Windsor, the 
original homestead has been dedicated to the purposes 
of education, with a large fund ultimately to come 
into the hands of the Loomis Institute, a corporation 
chartered for the purpose. 

Charles J. Cole, Esq., admitted June 6, 1891, was 
born in Chatham in 1839, ^^^ ^is boyhood was spent 
in East Berlin. In 1863 he graduated at the Harvard 
Law School, and the following year established himself 
in legal business in Hartford. He was a successful 
corporation lawyer, and also paid particular attention 
to points of constitutional law. He was a man of 
energy and tireless industry in his profession. As a 
useful citizen and an upright man he was highly 
esteemed by all. His death occurred at Norfolk, 
Aug. 16, 1895. He leaves a wife and three children. 

Prof. Daniel Cady Eaton, of New Haven, 
admitted May i, 1894, died June 29, 1895, in the 
6 1 St year of his age. While in Yale College he was 
already a zealous student of botany, and the three 
years after graduation were spent in the Lawrence 
Scientific School of Harvard University, where he re- 
ceived the degree of Bachelor of Science in i860. 
During the civil war he was in the service of the 
U. S. Commissary Department as clerk and inspector 
of subsistence stores in New York City. In July, 
1864, he was elected to the newly founded University 



Professorship of Botany at Yale, which he held until 
his death. His instruction was mainly given in con- 
nection with the Shefl&eld Scientific School. Professor 
Eaton published many botanical papers, chiefly in 
reference to ferns, the cryptogamic plants being liis 
special field of study. His most elaborate single pub- 
lication was a standard work on the Ferns of North 
Axnerica, in two quarto volumes (1879-80). His kno^wl- 
edge was exact and minute and remarkably at liis 
command, and was seconded by a clear and precise 
literary style. The same qualities shone in his work 
as a teacher, and corresponded to the whole mani- 
festation of his transparently pure and upright life. 

During the year the death of two corresponding- 
members not heretofore reported has been brought to 
our notice: one, Fred A. King, of Rhode Island 
and Canton (China). Mr. King and Henry M. Olmsted 
(who is still living), both at the time residents of 
Canton, were elected to membership in June, 1847. 
The other death hitherto unreported was that of 
Edward Herrick, Jr., of Athens, Pa., which occurred 
in 1890. He was elected Oct. 7, 1862, when, through 
the late D. W. Patterson, he presented to the Society 
the original MS. records of the Susquehanna Company 
in several volumes. 

The only corresponding member whom we know 
to have died during the year is Philip Ripley, elected 
June 3, 1862, who died in New York city, Jan. 26, 1896. 
Mr. Ripley was bom in Hartford, the youngest son of 
Hon. Philip Ripley, sometime Mayor of Hartford and 
a member of this Society. The younger Ripley was 
graduated A.B. at Union College in 1848, and the next 
year took the same degpree at Trinity, where he had 
formerly been a student. He began his work as a

journalist on the Hartford Times, and later in New 
York wrote for tlie World, Morning Advertiser, Evening 
J^ost, and Mail. Soon after the civil war he was in 
New Orleans and Washington in the interest of the 
New York World. Mr. Ripley was naturally a man of 
good ability and a pleasing writer. 

PAPERS BEFORE THE SOCIETY. 

At the October meeting, 1895, Mr. J. G. Wood- 
ward read a paper on The Havana . Expedition, lyds. 
The paper was prepared by Major Asa Bird Gardner 
and procured from him by the president, with per- 
mission to read it before the Society. Very little is 
known of the details of this expedition, in which the 
mortality was frightful. 

The paper at the November meeting was by 
Hon. Orville H. Piatt, U. S. Senator from Connecti- 
cut, on The Encounter in Congress between Matthew Lyon, 
a Representative from Vermont, and Roger Griswold, a 
Representative from Connecticut, — the first Congressional 
fracas. It gave a very interesting picture of the times. 

On Dec. 3 a paper was read by Mr. Lemuel 
Welles of Newington, on The Causes which Led to the 
Constitutional Convention of Connecticut in iSiS. Mr. 
Welles' paper was based almost entirely on original 
contemporary manuscript material. 

The first meeting of 1896 was entertained by Mr. 
Homer W. Bratnard with a paper on David Brainerd, 
t/ie Missionary, which showed a close and careful study 
of the life of that famous man. 

At the February meeting an interestine and in- 
structive paper was presented by Judge 
W. Adams on The Native Wild Mammals of 

Edward D. Robbins, E.sq,, read a paj 
March meeting on A Tory Vietu of tlu Dec 
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Independence, showing how a loyalist might re; 
have regarded that document. 

At the April meeting Rev. Dr. William Coj>l^y 
Winslow, one of our corresponding members, favored xi^ 
with an interesting paper on Edzvard Winsloiv am^ /k/s 
Leadership in the Plymouth Colony, 

The last paper for the year, May 5, was by ^-f r- 
Joseph G. Woodward, on General Samuel Holden Parsof^^ -- 
Was he a Traitor ^ A vindication of one of Connecti- 
cut's most famous Revolutionary leaders from certain 
charges lately made against his honor. 

FIELD-DAY. 
(The account of the Field-Day is taken from the report of the committee.) 

The Field-Day committee, appointed by the Presi- 
dent, consisted of B. R. Allen, C. S. Davidson, J. G. 
Woodward, J. C. Hills, and II. P. Hitchcock. On May 
14 they reported that the annual excursion would occur 
June n, 1895, visiting Groton and New London, Conn. 

June 1 1 was a charming day, and a party of about 
fifty took the 6.40 a. m. train on the Valley road, in a 
private car, for New London. Arriving at Saybrook the 
party was met by the Hon. John Allen, Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Hart, and others, who pointed out to the party 
the original site of Yale College, the old Fort, and 
Lady Fenwick's tomb. At New London the party 
took carriages for Groton, visiting the Monument, the 
Fort, and the Bill Library, where the sword of Col. 
Ledyard was exhibited. Returning to New London 
the party took the shore drive to the Pequot House, 
where dinner was served and short addresses made 
by P. H. Woodward, Rev. J. H. Twichell, J. L. 
Denison, and J. C. Ware. Continuing the drive after 
dinner, interesting places of historic days were visited, 
one of special interest being the old " Winthrop Mill," 
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l3\iilt by Governor Winthrop two hundred and forty-five 
years ago. At the Memorial Library and Historical 
rooms the sword of John Mason, the hero of the Pequot 
War, was shown.' The "Ancientest" burying-ground 
^was visited, where the Hon. Augustus Brandagee, who 
could not join us, seift his compliments and a historic 
pamphlet for each member of the party. 

The return trip was by the Valley road, reaching 
Hartford about 8.30 p. m. 

The laughable incident of the day was when Mr. 
J. F. Morris thought he discovered the remains of the 
Saybrook platform. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

The Publication Committee is enabled to lay be- 
fore us this evening the second and final volume of the 
Talcott Papers, which forms volume V. of our collec- 
tions. The edition will be ready for distribution in a 
few days. It is to be hoped that within a reasonable 
time the correspondence of other Connecticut colonial 
governors now in our manuscript vault may be published. 

Some progress has been made on another volume 
of Collections, about half of the book being now in 
type. Copy is in preparation for still another volume, 
to contain the early votes of the town of Hartford 
prior to 1716. The expense of this latter volume is 
defrayed by the liberality of one of our members.

During the year the Ruth Wyllys chapter, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, and the Society of 
Colonial Wars in the State of Connecticut have held 
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meetings in the Society's hall; and the Connecticut 
Society of Colonial Dames of America has lately given 
a worthy and interesting exhibition of colonial histor- 
ical relics in our lower room. 

A larger proportion than in the previous year of 
the money appropriated for the purchase and binding 
of books has been expended in buying books, with 
the result that a considerable number of genealogies 
and local histories has been added to* our shelves. 

A resolve was passed by the General Assembly in 
1895, that every town clerk should examine carefully 
the town records of his town, and make a true copy 
of all that relates to the Revolutionary War in such 
records, between the year 1774 and the year 1784 in- 
clusive, and mail the same to the State Librarian. 
There are 168 towns, of which 80 were incorporated 
before 1785 ; 63 of these towns have complied with 
the resolve by sending in copies of their revolution- 
ary records; seven said they had no such records, and 
ten made no report at all. I have been unable to 
find leisure to examine these copies. 

A newspaper paragraph informs us of the discov- 
ery of an old town record book of Fairfield, which 
it seems was secreted in 1779 when the British in- 
vaded that town, and had not been since seen. I have 
not particulars as to this record book, but have under- 
stood that a partial copy had been in the possession 
of the town for many years, and that the copyist 
had omitted all matters relating to the church and 
school. 

The reports of the Treasurer and the Librarian 
will be laid before you, which will furnish you with 
various details as to the condition of the Society.

Xlbrarlan'0 "Report. 



Mr, President and Members of the Society : 

rnHE year now brought to a close has differed 
J 1 1, no especial manner from the year preceding* it. 
-L The average number of readers has been abaxit 
the same, and practically the same lines of researcii 
have been pursued. During the winter months the 
greatest use of the library occurs, the daily average 
of readers, at that period, being about 25, from 12 to 
16 of them being present at one time. A noticeable 
increase has occurred in the number of readers from 
out of town who make use of the library. Hardly a 
week passes without bringing readers from other 
towns, while not infrequently they come from other 
and distant States. 

As heretofore, family history and genealogy has 
occupied the attention of a great majority of our read- 
ers, and our library appears to be a most fertile field 
for the growth of the family tree. In a few cases the 
tree springs up full grown almost in a day; but usu- 
ally the growth is slow with long periods of vexa- 
tious and enforced rest, and a stunting of occasional 
branches. 

The number of books of genealogy and local his- 
tory which the present interest in such matters has 
caused to be published recently is very large, and to 
keep up with them, as they are issued, would mean 
an expense of several times the amount the Society 
now spends annually for books. As a consequence we 
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are gradually falling behind, and an immediate extra 
expenditure of at least a thousand dollars is needed 
to bring our library up to date in the recently pub- 
lished genealogies and local histories. 

Last autumn the library committee planned to sell 
at auction the numerous duplicate books and pam- 
phlets which have so long encumbered our shelves 
and yielded us no income ; but unfortunately, the* ill- 
ness of the librarian prevented this from being done. 
This spring, however, the work was undertaken, and 
thirteen cases were packed and shipped to the auc- 
tion room, where they were sold on Wednesday and 
Thursday of last week. 

The Patterson library, which the kindness and 
liberality of our members and friends enabled us to 
obtain, was quite fully described in my report for 
1894. Its value becomes more and more evident as 
time goes on. Not a day passes but that some of the 
books from it are used. This magnificent donation 
added to our library over eight hundred volumes and 
almost eleven hundred pamphlets, as well as seventy- 
five manuscript genealogies, and a large amount of 
miscellaneous genealogical notes and scraps. In addi- 
tion, the debt contracted at the time of the purchase 
of the library has been reduced about $250 ; and 450 
duplicate volumes and 300 duplicate pamphlets have 
been sent to the auction room. The proceeds from 
the sale of these will, it is hoped, almost if not quite 
cancel the remainder of the debt. 

Let me call your attention to one matter which 
greatly interested me. A gentleman who was doing 
some literary work in this city stumbled, almost by 
accident, upon our collection of works relating to Eng- 
lish history. On looking over our various series of 
old chronicles, debates, state papers and trials, and the 
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old Standard histories, from all of which the later 
writers have drawn much of their material, his amaze- 
ment was very evident. " Why," he exclaimed, " I had 
no idea such a collection of the standard English his- 
torical works could be found in this country outside 
of a few of the largest libraries ; now I shall be easily 
able to do work here that I had expected to do in 
the British Museum." Among these works may be 
named Rymer*s Foedera, the Somers Tracts on history 
and constitution, Hargrave*s State Trials, Rush worth's 
Historical Collections, Thurloe's State Papers, and 
various i6th to i8th century histories and chronicles, 
such as Rapin, Tindal, Guthrie, Kennet, Smollett, Gran- 
ger, Baker, Holinshed, and Speed. This is- a side of 
our library that is little known, and so not appreciated. 

As showing the richness of our library I note the 
fact that that great treasure-house of books, the Lenox 
Library, was pleased to send bids to the auction-room 
for not a few of our duplicates. 

For some time our ever-active member, Miss Lucy 
Brainard, had been in correspondence with Miss Clara 
Field of Stockbridge, Mass., concerning the books and 
manuscripts left by the Rev. David Dudley Field, and 
his son David Dudley; and the very generous oflFer was 
made by Miss Field, in behalf of the family, to give 
to this Society such of them as would be acceptable. 
One dull rainy day, almost a year ago, I took the 
train for Stockbridge in a somewhat downcast mood 
for fear the books would be found not worth the 
trouble and expense of the trip. As the train crawled 
slowly up the hills towards Norfolk the sun came out 
in all the beauty of a June afternoon, and my hopes 
revived correspondingly. Arriving at the beautiful old 
town of Stockbridge just before evening, my anticipa- 
tion would hardly let me wait the passing of supper 
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Irxour before starting in search of treasures. The next 
scene is one corner of a bam floor, where the dim 
light of a lantern revealed books which, in number 
and interest, were beyond my fondest hopes. They 
included many early American theological' and reli- 
gious works, early American imprints, local histories, 
genealogies, and the miscellaneous books which would 
naturally be found in the library of the Rev. David 
Dudley Field. The manuscripts, of which there are 
many hundreds, include, besides many letters, the mis- 
cellaneous historical jottings from the pen of the au- 
thor of the " Statistical Account of the County of Mid- 
dlesex in Connecticut," and " History of Berkshire 
County, Massachusetts." No time was lost the next 
day — a helper with a team was engaged, boxes were 
procured, 600 volumes securely packed and carted to 
the freight depot; and late in the evening I arrived 
in Hartford bringing with me the large basket of 
manuscripts. Many of the books were of great interest 
to our readers, and the whole formed, with the excep- 
tion of the Patterson Library, the largest donation of 
books and manuscripts ever secured at one time by 
the Society. It was a worthy gift from a worthy 
family. 

During the year we have received numerous gifts 
from persons who are not members x)f and are in no 
way identified with the Society, some residing in the 
city and others in distant States. This is very grati- 
fying as showing an extended, and I think an increas- 
ing, interest in the Society and its work. Strange as 
it may seem, the various small local publications which 
form the present-day history of this city and vicinity 
are often very difficult to obtain. Certain of such pub- 
lications, which are seldom if ever sent to us, are reg- 
ularly sent to various distant historical societies and 
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libraries. Let me once more remind you that for our 
accessions we are largely dependent upon our friends, 
and that hardly anything comes amiss as an addition 
to our library and collections. 

The accessions during the year, exclusive of the 
manuscripts which will be noted later, have been, — 
by donation, 1,045 volumes, 353 pamphlets, and 41 mis- 
cellaneous; by exchange, 117 volumes, 286 pamphlets; 
by purchase, 64 volumes and 7 pamphlets: a total of 
1,226 volumes, 646 pamphlets and 41 miscellaneous, or 
1,913 pieces in all besides the manuscripts.
